These Regulations may be called the ‘Madras 
Port Trust Employees (Contributory Out-

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2. Extent of application : 

(a) These Regulations are applicable to (1) retir¬ 
ed Madras Port Trust employees and to 
their spouses (i)) surviving spouses of the 
employees who die while in service after 
completion of 10 years of continuous ser¬ 
vice in the Madras Port Trust, and is eli¬ 
gible for family pension and (iii), to surviv¬ 
ing spouses of retired employees who die 
alter retirement provided he or she is not 
gainfully employed in the Public] Private 
Undertaking andjor covered by any medical 
benefit scheme ofi the undertaking, either for 
himself or as dependant.

(b) “Retired Madras Port Trust Employees’ m 
relation to these Regulations means :— 

(i) employees of all classes, viz. Class I, 
Class II, Class m and Class IV, who re¬ 
tire from the Madras Port Trust service, 
on attaining the age of superannuation 
under the service regulations applicable 
to them ; 

(ii) Class I and Class II Officers who retire by 

giving the requisite notice, or pay ana 
allowances in lieu ofl such notice, or 
may be retired by giving the requisite 
notice or pay and allowances, in lieu or 
such notice, after attaining the age of 
fifty (50) years and all Class III and 
Class IV employees who retire by givmg 
the requisite notice or pay and afiowau- 
ces, in Ueu of such notice, or are retired 
by giving the requisite notice or pay and 
allowances m lieu of such notice, afler 
attaining the age of fifty five (55) years.

Only those retired employees cr 
surviving spouses of deceased employees 
who mat* the payment ciP er by deduction 
from their retirement benefits cr in cash, of 
the >ie time lumpsum contribution set cut 
below, are eligible for availing medical 


Note : (a) For the purpose of Regulation 2 and 3(1), 
the expression “Class I, Class II, Class III 
and Class IV” has the same meaning as res¬ 
pectively assigned to it in the Madras Port 
Trust Employees’ (Appointment, Promo¬ 
tion, etc.) Regulations, 1977, The actual 
classification will, however, be determined 
with reference to the post substantially held 
by the employee at the time of his| her re¬ 
tirement |death |medical invalidation. 

(b) The benefit under these Regulations would 

not be admissible until a retired employee 
or hisjher spouse and in the case of an eli¬ 
gible deceased employee, bis[her surviving 
spouse has paid the prescribed one-time 
lumpsupt contribution. 

(c) The lumpsum contribution once paid, will not 
be refunded on any ground whatsoever. 

4, Registration : 

(a) The application in the prescribed proforma- 
Annexure ‘A’ (attached)—for the medical 
facilities under these Regulations should be 
made in duplicate to the Head of Depart¬ 
ment from where the employee retired [in¬ 
validated or in case of hisjher death, by 
hisjher spouse, for verification of the parti¬ 
culars mentioned therein. While submitting 
the application, 2 copies of passport size 
photographs of the retired employee|his 
spouse should also be seut to the Head of 
Department along with a declaration in the 
proforma Annexure ‘C (attached)—that he| 
she is not gainfully employed in any public 
private undertaking and | or covered by any 
medical benefit scheme of the undertaking 
and the receipt of having paid the lump¬ 
sum contribution referred to in preceding 
para. Tills declaration should be renewed 
every year on the 1st of Apifl. 

(b) On receipt of the application by the Head of 
Department the contents of the application 
will be scrutinised with reference to re¬ 
cords available in that department and for¬ 
warded to the Chief Medical Officer. The 
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Head of Department or an Officer appoint¬ 
ed by him, while forwarding the applica¬ 
tion to the Chief Medical Officer, should 
certify on the application as detailed here¬ 
under :— 

“I have personally verified the contents of 
the application with reference to records 
available with this department and it is 
certified that the applicant is eligible for 
the benefit under the Madras Port Trust 
employees’ (Contributory Outdoor and 
indoor Medical Benefit after retirement) 
Regulations, .*\ 

(c) In case it Is found that the applicant is not 

eligible for anv benefit under these Regula¬ 
tions, he should be intimated so. In writing, 
by the concerned Head of Department. 

(d) If the apolicant is found not eligible for 

benefit under these Regulations the lump- 
sum payment made by him will be refund¬ 
ed to him on the basis of the advise of the 
respective Head of the Department. 

(e) On receipt of the recommendations from the 

Head of the Department, the Chief Medical 
Officer will issue to the retiredfinvah’d em¬ 
ployee or spouse as the case may be. an 
identity card in the nrescr^ed proforma 
Annexure ‘B* (attached)—with a copy of 
photograph duly oasted on it Tbe second 
copy of the photograph should be oasted 
on the application and keot for records 
The cost of the identity card, if anv. should 
be borne by the retired employee f spouse. 

(f) If the retired employee or his snnuse in c^e 

of death of employee is gainfully emoloved 
in publ'cfnrivate undertaking and cov^ed 
bv any medical benefh scheme of the under¬ 
taking, or on the death of the beneficiarv 
under these Regulations, the fact should 
be intimated to the Chief Medical Officer 
Immediately in writing bv the retired etno- 
Ioyeeispouse or by the next km of the de¬ 
ceased, as the case may he On receipt of 
such information, CMO should take neces¬ 
sary action to cancel the identity card fcsu- 
ed to him [her. 

(g) A monthly return in resnect of such iden¬ 
tity cards issued Cancelled during the 
month, should be cent to the Financial Ad¬ 
viser and Chief Accounts Officer on or be¬ 
fore 10th of the succeeding month 

(h) On receipt of the animation the 

sum contribution the Chief Medical Officer 
of the Madras Port, Trust should grant the 
retired employee or surviving snouse the 
case mav be a registration number and shall 
at his discretion, allot bimffier a disn 
at which helshe should be registered The 
retired employee and hisjher <mouse sb'dl 
he eligible for registration cn V r m 4] c dK- 
nensary to which helshe is edW* i and 
expect at the discretion of the Denwv 
Chief Medi-cal Officer or the Chief Medi¬ 


cal Officer, he | she shall not be accepted 
at any other dispensary. He[3he will be 
entitled to outdoor medical attendance and 
treatment only at the dispensary where 
he|she is registered. The outdoor medi¬ 
cal attendance and treatment at the Mad¬ 
ras Port Trust Hospital, shall be admissi¬ 
ble only on a reference from the dispensary 
to the Hospital. However, in emergencies 
and at the discretion of the Chief Medical 
Officer, he [she may be accepted for out¬ 
door medical attendance and treatment at 
the Madras Port Trust Hospital direct. 

5. Scope : 

On payment of contribution, the medical atten¬ 
tion and treatment will be made available to retired 
employees and their spouses on the same scale and 
conditions as is normally admissible to empoyees in 
service subject to the following conditions :— 

(a) Outdoor Medical attendance and treatment 

includes such pathological, bacteriological, 
radiological (including taking of X Ray 
Plates). or other methods of examination 
(including ECG and ultrasound scanning) 
as the Deputy Chief Medical OfficerjChief 
Medical Officer may consider necessary and 
to the extent that the equipment and facili¬ 
ties are available at the dispensary or out¬ 
patient department of the Hospital. It will, 
if so considered necessary, by Deputy Chief 
Medical Officer [Chief Medical Officer also 
include such physical therapy, dental 
treatment, hyperbaric treatment as may con¬ 
veniently be given at the dispensary or out¬ 
patient department of the hospital. 

(b) If, for any investigations, reference is requir¬ 

ed to an outside consultant, agency, hospi¬ 
tal or a nursing home, the entire charges 
therefor should be borne by the retired em¬ 
ployee hisjher spouse and paid directly by 
him [her to the outside consultant, agency, 
hospital, nursing home, as the case may be. 

(c) If in the course of medical examination of 

a retired employee[hisjher spouse an emer¬ 
gency arise necessitating hospitalisation 
in the Madras Port Trust Hospital, such 
hospitalisation should be limited to the 
minimum period considered necessary by 
the Chief Medical Officer. 

(d) Such medicines and injections as may be 
prescribed at the dispensary or Madras Port 
Trust Hospital will be supphed without any 
charge if they are available from the stock 
of medicines and injections maintained at 
the dispensary or the hospital. If anv me- 
d’dnes and injections are not available at 
the Madras Port Trust dispensary or hos¬ 
pital, the same should be purchased bv 
himfher at hisfher own cost initially and hej 
she will he reimbursed by the Accounts 
Departrr enfs, the cost involved on produc¬ 
tion of the cash memo [receipted bfil duty 
certified by the Deputy Chief Medical Offi- 
ccrfChief Medical Officer. 
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(e) A maximum of five (5) beds at a time will 

be reserved for retired employees and [or 
spouses and these beds will be allotted tio< 
retired employees and|or spouses m prefer¬ 
ence to serving employees and their depen¬ 
dants. 

(f) If all or any ot the beds reserved for retired 

employees and [or spouses are not occupied, 
the unoccupied beds may be allotted to ser¬ 
ving employees and their dependents. 

(g) A serving employee and[or his dependant 

who is allotted a bed from out of the afore¬ 
said 5 beds reserved for retired employees 
and[or spouses will not be discharged pre¬ 
maturely on the ground that an eligible ie- 
tired employee and[or his spouse subse¬ 
quently requires admission. 

(h) If the medical circumstances of a ret'red 

employee or his snouse seekhu? admission 
into the Madras Port Trust Hospital are 
such that, in the judgement of the Chief 
Medical Officer, he or she needs ned-cal 
attention or hospitalisation as an emer¬ 
gency, the retired employee and|or his'her 
spouse may be given admission even in ex¬ 
cess of the 3 beds reserved for retired em¬ 
ployees andior spouses, referred to in (f) 
above, but such hospitalisation should he 
limited to the minimum neriod considered 
necessary by the Chief Medical Officer. 

(l) Ambulance service and medical attendance of 
Trust’s doctors at the residence will not be 
available to retired employecsjspouses. 

o. Expenditure on the Regulations : 

The contribution and other charges collected from 
retired employees 1their spouses under these Retalia¬ 
tions will be credited to the Madras Port Trust Em- 
r»ir>vees’ Welfare Fund and the expenditure on pro¬ 
viding the medical benefit will also be met from that 
Fund. 


7. Penalty : 

(a) The renewal of the declaration relerred to in 

Regulation ^(a) above is the sole responsi¬ 
bility of the retired employee!his s P°usc as 
the case may be. 

(b) If a retired employee|his spouse|spouse ot 

the eligible deceased employee who have 
enjoyed benefit under these Regulations 
under one time lumpsum payment is subse¬ 
quently found to be gainfully employed in 
the public [private undertaking during the 
period in which he|she had availed the 
treatment, the cost of full medical treat¬ 
ment, the cost of full medical treatment at 
outsiders rate with 5 per cent penalties 
charge will be levied and collected from 
them and they will forfeit the right to avail 
further ferthcr benefit under these Regu¬ 
lations. 

8. Miscellaneous : 

(a) The C.M.O. will ensure that the medical 
facilities are extended only to the persons 
enumerated in th? identity cards, 

(b) The Chief Medical Officer is required to 
maintain a separate register in the form 
shown in Annexure ‘D’ (attached)—show¬ 
ing therein the pcrson[persons to whom the 
medical facilities arc extended under these 
Regulations and this register will be made 
available for periodical inspection by the 
Financial Adviser and Chief Accounts Offi¬ 
cer or by an Officer nominated bv the Fin¬ 
ancial Adviser and Chief Accounts Officer. 

9. Interpretation : 

When a doubt arises as to the interpretation of 
these Regulations the matter will he referred to the 
Chairman, Madras Port Trust, whose decision shall 
be final.
